Iwas wonderfullypleaſed with his kind offer, and 
concluded that I had now an Opportunity of ma- 
king my Fortune; and, in order to my Voyage, I 
ſent to my Friends for ſome Money to fit me out, 
who accordingly remitted me forty Pounds, which 
I laid out in Goods, according to his directions;

I made Signs to them to draw it out of the 
Water by a Rope, which they accordingly did, 
end then i perceived it was a very beautiful Eeo- ; 
pard. which made me deſirous of the Skin,; and 
the Negrces being no leſs deſirous of the Fleſh, i 
freely gave it them: As for the other, which 
was kewiſe a Leopard, it made back to the moun- 
tains with prodigious Swiftneſs. 

The Negroes having furniſhed us with the beſt 
Proviſions which the Nature of their Country and 
Circumſtances would allow, i took my leaye of 
them; and in eleven Days ſail 1 came in fight of 
Cape de Verd, or thoſe Iſlands that go by that 
Name, but could not by any means reach either of 
them: Upon which i grew -extreamly dejectec; 
when Xury, with a ſort of Terror, cried. out, 
Maſtro, Maſiro;,a great Ship wit a Sail. I ſoon per- 
ceived ſhe was a Portugueſe, and as i conjectured, 
bound to Guinea for Negroes; upon which i ſtrove

Northward upon the Coaſt, in order to gain the 
Coaſt of Africa: But many Days we had not 
failed before we were overtaken by a violent 
Storm, which laſted twelve Days ſucceſſively ; 
when the Weather clearing up.. we found ourſelves 
eleven Degrees in the Northern Latitude, upon 
the Coaſt of Guinea ; upon which the Captain gave 
Reaſons for returning, which I oppoſed, counſel 
ling him rather to ſtand away for Bardadces, where 
I judged we might arrive in fifreen Days: So al- 
tered our Courſe, ſteering Weitward, in order to 
reach the Leward lands; and here it was we were 
oyertaken by a terrible Tempeſt. 

In this great Diſtreſs, one of our Men cried out 
Land, Lana ; when. looking our, that very Mo- 
ment we found our Ship was ſtruck upon the 
Sand, and expected ſhe would fink, and that we 
ſhould be all immediately loſt. We knew not 
where we were driven, and what was worſe, were 
certain the Ship could not hold our many mo- 
ments longer. 

Whilſt we were looking upon one another, ex- 
pecting Death every Moment, the Mate, aſſiſted 
by the Crew, hawled out the Long- Boat; and 
eleven of us committed ourſelves to the Fury of 
the Sea, and God's Mercy. We ſoon found thar 
this laſt Effort was tono purpoſe ; for the Tempeſt 
Was ſo violent, and the Sea ran ſo very high, that 
it was impoſſible for the Boat to live. When we 
had been driven about a League, comes a prodigi- 
ous Wave a- ſtern of us, and over. ſet us in an in- 
ſtant; ſo that we hardly had time to call npon 
God to receive our Souls. 

When men areſtrugglingwith the pangs of deaufi 
they are commonly inſenſible; but the Caſe was

On the 14th i made 
Proviſion to ſecure my Powder, which i per fected 
upon the 14th and ith; and the 17th, I began to 
dig upon the Rock, but was prevented for want of 
proper Impliments ; and on the iSth, I found a 
Tree, the wood of which was very hard, and out 
of that, with the greateſt Difficulty, i made me a 
ſort of a Spade; in doing it, i almoſt ſpoil'd my 
Axe, which might have been of ili Conſequence. 

Nov. 23. whei i had got my Tools into the beſt 
Order 1 could, i ſpent all my time to the 1oth of 
December, in finiſhing my Cave, and lay in my Tent 
every Night, unleſs the weather was ſo wet that i 
could not lye dry; and withal, had ſo well thatch- 
ed.it over with Flags, the Leaves of the Trees, 
ce. that i thought myſelf tolerably ſecure.

He was a very handſome, well. pro- 
portioned fellow; and in all reſpe&s the moſt beau-

flept above an hour, hefore he came out of the cave 
to me as I was milking my goat, and again threw 
himſelf at my feet, and put my other foot upon 
his head, as a further token, that he intended to 
be my ſlave for ever.

intended to dig them wp, and deyour them; upon 
which i let him ſee i was extreamly diſpleaſed at 


it, and beckoned to him to come away, which he 


did with the greateſt reverence. 


In our way to my caſtle, we went to the top of ö 


a hill, to view if the ſavages were gone; and find- 
ing the1e was no more of them to be ſeen, we re- 


freſhed ourſelves for. that night, and the next

et Lived a great way beyond them all. 1 
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When i had inquired as far as i thought conve- 
nient into the manner of ſerving their god, i pro.

all neceſſary preparations for the ſecurity and 
ſafety of my new boar, till the months of Novembe- 
and December, at which time 1 was fully determined 
to ſail over to the continent, agd no ſooner did 


it begin to draw near, but i began to make preps. 


ration for my intended expedition; and in 4 
fortnight's time, i propoſed to open my little 


dock, and let out the boat for that purpoſe. 
One morning as i was buſie in making prerarati- 
ons for my voyage, Friday, whom i had ſent to 
the ſea-{ide_to jook for a turtle, came running in 
a terrible fright ; fays he, I have bad news, yonde 
is three'or four canges upon ther coaſt, an they com!

Scrling ; with which, as ſoon as poſſible, 1 reſolyed 
to make the beſt of my way to England, ard by the 
Advice of the Captain, i was perſuaded to go by

upon which i took my Man Friday and went ty 
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pf the woods; and though we were more than 
wenty of us together, they ſet upon us ſeveral 
imes; and indeed it was not without the gieateſt 
azard and difficulty we preſerved ourſelyes from 
being devoured ; the particular relati-n of which 
-ould be roo. long to trouble the reader with: 
In our further paſſage through France, we met 
ich nothing uncommon, or remarkable ; we got 
afe to Paris, and after a ſhort ſtay there, we went 
to Clair, and landed at Dover the 14th day of Ja- 
wary, in a very cold ſeaſon. 
When I came to London, I found my bills of Ex- 
| change all arrived, and the money ready to be 
x \ payed at fight, which when I had received, it came 
into my mind to return to Lisbon, and from thence 
to theBra/ils, ro lock after my plantation; but up- 
on ſecoad thoughts I concluded it beſt to ſell it; 
and upon this account I thought it proper to write 
to my correſpondent at Licbon, and deſire his ad- 
vice and all; tance, who readily gave me bis pro- 
m ie to do all they could for me; and in truth, 
a 1 afterwards found, he acquitted himſelf to me 
in every particular, with the greateſt juſtice and

In ſhort, he ſold my eſtate for me to the beſt 
ad vantage, and remitred to me for it bills for 
three hundred and twenty pieces of eight, a ſum 
mucl: greater than i expected. And now I began. 
to think ic high time to ſettle my ſelf, providence 
having made ſuch a plentiful proviſion for me, 
that I wanted nothing to muke myſelf as happyss 
I could with . | 29 : 

Having caſt my anchor, and for the preſent bid 
adieu to all foreign adventures,] had no other care 
or concern upon me, but tile education of my bro- 
ther's two ſony : one of them I bred a gentleman, 
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and the other i bred an able Sailor; and ſoon gt. 
rerwards married a virtuous young Gentle Woman 
of a good Famil:, by whom i had two Sons, and 
a Daughter: but ſhe dying. i grew diſconſolate 
and melancho!ly ; and. at the Inſtigation of my 
Nephew, reſolved i would once more make a Voy.

Y new Kingdom ran continually in my Mind, 

and took up my Thopghts, both Day and 
Night ; inſomuch, that my Wite took Notice of 
ir, and would often ask me the Reaſon of my ex- 

nardinury Thoughtfulneſs, ſuppoſing my ar- 
riage with her might be the Cauſe. Her render 
and endearing Expreſſions, together with the Con- 
cern i had for the Preſervation of my Family, at 
length brought me to a Reſolution, to ſettle myſelf 
in ſome ſixt way of Living; accordingly i bought 
alittle Farm in Bedfaraſhire, and ſoon provided me 
a Stock, with all other Implements fit ro manage it 
to the beſt Advantage. In this rural Retirement, 
began to think myſelf as happy as i could wiſh, 
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when on a ſudden all my happineſs was deſtroyei 
by che unexpected death of my Wife. 

Her deatn gave me a ſort of contempt of th 
world, aud filied me full of different thoughts and 
inclination My country life grew burthenſome 
to me; and in ſhort, Ileft my farm, left off houſe 
keeping, and ina few months after, returned i 
London; but there I could find nothing to enter- 
tain me and divert mv melancholly. Ir was nos 
the beginning of the Year 1693, when my nephey 
whom i had bred up to the ſea, was returned from 
his voyage, captain of the ſhip I went our in; Who 
coming to me one morning, told me it was pro- 
poſed to him by ſome merchants, to make a vo. 
age to the Eaſ Indies, and if I would go he would 
undertake to land me upon my iſland, that I might 
have an opportunity to enquire into the ſtate ( 
my new Kingdom. i 

Juſt before he came to me, it came into my 
thoughts to get a patent, and fill my ifland with in. 
abitants. What aevil, ſaid J, ſent you hither wit1 
this meſſage and though I liked the Motion, yer | 
would not et him knowirat firſt ; however, after 
a little pauſe, Itol i him if Le would ſer me don. 
nd call for me at his return, I would certainly go 
with him. As to calling me as he came back, che 
told me wesimpracticible : Pur, ſays he, 1 wil 
te you what' we can 40 We may pat a Slop 
read framed on board which may be ea[.ly put tire 
ther at any time, ana ſo Þ might return at pleaſure. 
I was nor Jong in foiming m, Reſolution, but 
contrary to all the advice of my friends, was fully 
determined to undectake the voyage, and in order 
to it I mage my will, and put all my affairs in the 
be it poſture I could poſſible, and ſo with my tiuſty 
$fyvaut Hy In the beginning of January 1694, 
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I went on board, and took with me ſeveral Arti- 
ficers, with a good Cargoe, for che better ſtocking 
my Iſtand. | 

We had not been long out at Sea, but we were 
overtaken by a Storm, which dcove us upon the 
Ccaſt of Ireland, as far as Galway, where we were 
obliged to ſtay twenty Days for a Wind : On che 
fth of February the Wind preſented, and we had 
a very good Gale for ſeveral Days. On the 2oth in 
the Evening, the Mate called our, That he ſaw a 
flaſh of Fire, and hcard a Gun, upon which we all 
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ran to the Quarter-deck, 8 at adi * 
we ſaw a terrible Ei re, which from our — 
5 concluded could be no other than aShip that had 
taken Fire at Sea, and that it could not be far off 
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by the Report of the Guns, which we heard 
ſeveral times. We made to it with all our Sail, 
and ſoon perceived it was a great ſhip, burning in 
the middle of the Sea: Limmediately ordered five 
guns to be fired, that the poor people might per- 
ceive that there was deliverance at hand, who 
conſequently might endanger their Lives in their 
boats, nor was it long before the ſhip 
blew up, 

We hung out our lanthorns, and about eight in 
the morning when it began to belight, we ſaw two 
boats making towards us, ſo we made a ſignal to 
them to come on board, and took them all up, being 
men, women and children, in all 64. We found it 

was a French {hip of 300 tons, coming from Canidan, 
and that by the negligence of the ſteerſman, it was 
ſet on fire in the ſteerage; and that in all probali- 
lity, if providence had nor ſent us to their aſſiſt. 
ance, they had every ſoul periſheh. + 
Never people certainly was ſo overjoy'd as theſe 
poor wretches were. Among the paſſenger ther: 
were two prieſts,and old one, and a young one; the 
old one was a ſtupid old fellow, but the young 


one was a very modeſt fine gentleman. After their 


ſurprize was pretty well over, and they had be-n 
refreſhed in the beſt manner our ſnip would allow, 
next 2 the captain, and one of the prieſts, 
deſired to ſpeak wi th me, and offered us the money 
and jewels they had ſaved, which i refuſed, telling 
them, our buſineſs was to ſave them, not plunder 
them; they told us, that then All that they had 
to deſire of us was, to ſet them on ſhore, ſomewhere 
in our Paſſage. As to landing, we told them, that 
being bound to the Ea Indies, we could not do that 
without changing our courſe, and that we could 
not juſtify ; but we would carry them, till we met 
wich ſome ſhin bound either to England or m_ 
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that would take them on board; however, our pro- 
viſions beginning to fall ſnort, we reſolved to land 
them at Newfoundland, which was not much out of 
our way; and according as we propoſed, in about 
a week's time, we came to the banks of Newfound- 
land, where they hired a bark to carry them to 
France, all but the young prieſt, who choſe to go 
with us, and two or three of che ſailors. 

Nov directing our courſe to the S. S. E. about 
twenty days after, we met with another ad venture 
that gave us a freſh opportunity to exerciſe our 
humanity. In the latitude ot 27, we ſaw a fail 
bearing towards us that had loſt all her maſts, and 
firing a gun in token of diſtreſs; the wind being 
at N. we ſoon came to ſpeak with her, and found 
her to be a ſhip of Briſol, bound home from Barba- 
det, that had been driven out of the road by a fu- 
rious hurricane. They had been toſſed about the 
ſea for ſeveral days, and were almoſt ſtarved for 
want of proviſion, having eat nothing for eleven 

ays- . 

In this ſhip there were three paſſengers,a gentle- 
woman, her ſon, and a maid-lervant ; theſe we 
ound inthe moſt miſerable condition that can be 
magined. The woman dy'd, and it was not with- 
ur the greateſt care and difficulty that,we preſer- 
ed the young man and the maid, whom at their 
arneſt intceaty, after we had ſupply'd the ſhip 
ith what we could ſpare, we took on board our 
wa ſhip. We were now in the latitude of 19, 
ut paſſing by ſome little incidents, I ſhall relate 
hat is moſt remarkable, relating to my little king- 
om, to Which I was now drawing nigh. It was 
ith no ſmall trouble that we got to the ſonthiſide 
my iſland; however, at laſt we came to anchor 

the mouth of the little creek, and then I ſoon, 
my old caſtle, and knew perfeQly where I was. 
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When 1 was certain of the Place, I called to Ei. 
day, and asked him if he knew where he was. The 
fellow who knew the Place as well as myſelf, re. 
plied with a great deal of Joy and Pleaſure, I know 
very well where we are: Yonder is our old Caſtle and 
pointing to the Hill, I ſee, ſays he, 4 great many 
When the Engliſh Antient was ſpresd, and 
we had fired three Guns, to let them know we were 


Friends, I hung out the white Flag, and ſo, with 


the oung Frier and my Man Friday I went on 
Shore and who ſhould I ſee the very firſt Man, but 
the Spaniard, whoſe Life I had ſaved ; and Fridzy 
v ho ſaw his Father at a Diſtance, ran to him wit! 
all the Joy imaginable, and embraced him with 
extream Tenderneſs. 

It was he 1oth of April, that i ſet my Foot on 
Shore the ſecond Time, when my faithful Spaniard, 
accompanied by one more, came up to me, he dic 
not know me at fir{t, but when I had hinted to him 
who he I was, no Man could expreſs, nor behave 
himſelf wit! greater gratitude. He took me by the 
Hand, and asked me if 1 would not go and take Pol- 
ſeſſion of m old Habirarion, where I found «hey 
had made a conſiderable Improvement. I asked 
him ſeveral Queſtions, and he as readily anſwered 
me, telling me withal. what ſtrange Confuſicr 
tley had had with the E»gl:ſþ Men, who deſigned 
to bave murdered them : While we were talking, 
the Man whom he had ſent, returned with ejeve! 
more. Theſe, ſaid he. ure fore of thoſe that ou: 
their Lives to y ur Goodneſs ' And after he ha 
made them ſenſible who I was, they all ſaluted me 
ina very grace;ul and handſome Manner. 
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Before 1 relate what had happened in the Iſland, 
15 it was reported, by the Spaniard, my Governor, 
i muſt not omit a Story; which i omitted in my 
former Narrative. Juſt before we weighed Anchor, 
there happened a Quarrel on board the Chip, which 
tad liketo have occaſioned a ſecond Mutiny, which 
by the Care of the Captain, was timely prevented, 
though not without tome Difficulty ; and indeed 
ſo far it proceeded, that two Fellows that kad been 
the Ringleaders found Means in the Night to get 
jome Arms, and got the Ship's Boat. and got away 
to the l ſland, and joined their Brother Rogues; ſo 
taat now there were five Engliſh in the Iſland, 
which, as the Spaniard reports in the following 
Narration, was the Cauſe of great Diſorder and 
Confuſion among them. 
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The Spaniard's Relation of what happen 
ed in the Iſland, from my Departure, 
till my ſecond Landing. 


O U may remember, fir, you ſent me ons 
Voyage, and indeed, I was not a little ſur- 
prized to find at my return, that vou had left us. 
We had a very good paſlage, and indeed my coun- 
try-men were overjoy'd to find J had fo miracu- 
louſly eſcaped ; and when I had ſhewed the arms 
and ammunition which I kad brought, they were 
ttan ſported to the laſt degree. After a little ſtay, 
ue got what we could from ile ſavages, made bod 
with two of their canoes, and fo came all of us 
over to the ifland where we were no ſooner land- 
ed, but we found the Ex gli men kad quarrelled 
wich one another, and had attempted to murder 
and deſtroy their fellous, and were very near often 
putting their wicked practices in execution. 
One day it happened, that as two of my Spani- 
ards were in the weod, one of the ſobereſt of the 
Engliſh men, came up to them, and made heavy 
complaints how cruelly they were uſed by their 
country-men, and that if we did not take them un- 
der our protection, and give them aſſiſtance, they 
muſt inevitably be ſtarved and undone. When they 
came to ſupper, one of the Spaniaras. in agent} 
an friendly manner, began to reprxehend the mu- 
tinous Exgliſb men, that it was a great pity their 
country- men ſhould periſh,and therefore intreated 
them to ſuffer their country-men to procure thei: 
ſubſiſtance, without further diſturbance ; to which 
they replied, Let ther flarve and be damned, jo 
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be I ſund was theirs, and if they would not work for 
hem, they ſhould have no ſhare in in it. Come, ſays 
Atkins, Jack, who ſha dare to build in our dominions. 
irhour our conſent ? and as we afterwards found 
ut, they had certainly murdered them, if they had 
jot heen prevented: However, they pulled dowu 
heir huts, and did them all the damage they poſ- 
bly could. When they had done this villainy, they 
ame back to the caſtle, boaſting of what they 

ad done, and telling one of the Spauiardt, that 
hey maſt tf et the ſame treatment if we di nor 
nend our manner. This quarrel in & ſhort time 
ew lo high, chat if we had nor timely interpoſed 
nd taken away their drms, in all probability, 
nere had been murder. | 
Theſe wicked fellows, perceiving that they had 
ade us all their enemies, began to relent, and 
o beg for their arms; but tis we poſſiti vely 
efuled, which made them ſo mad and deſperate, 
ut they left us in the greateſt paſſion imaginable. 
They were hardly gone, but their two country- 
en came to us with their complaints, telling 
„ That they were ruined; and :ruly, fir, we could 
i help thinking it very hard, that nineteen of us 
ld from time to time, be bullied and inſulted ty 
pree ſuch notorious wilains. It was with ſome 
meulty we periwaded their two country-men 
com purſuing them, and killing them with. 
heir fire-arms ; but upon our promiſe that they 
ould have juſtice done them, they deſiſted. A- 
out five days afrer, being almoſt ſtarved; - they 
ime to us in a very ſubmiſhve diſpoſition, and 
gged heartily to have their ams reſtored ; 
hich upon certain conditions, was at laſt gran- 
d. But ſo gteat was their villainy, that they 
ad not had them above three days but they began 
Rain their old trade. And now ĩt was tha t anAcci- 
. dent 
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dent happened, that not only obliged us to lay + 
fide all private animoſities, but likewiſe: to pig 
vide for our mutual ſecurity. 72 

One night as I lay in my bed, I was diſturbe 
with unuſual fears and apprehenſions: I got u

We could not tell what to conj*Qure 
and therefore ſent out old Friaay as à ſpy, to t 
if he could learn who, and from whence the 
were; whe returning in a very fhort time 
brought us word. That they were two different pt 
ties, of to aifjerent Nitions ; and that efter 

bloody batile, they had landed there by mere at 
dent; and that in all probability as ſoon asity 
light, a bloody battle would enjue, Old Friday ba 
hardly ended his reiation, but an unuiual now 
gave us to underſtand, that the engagemer

tions. Will Atkins was now grown & very ſobet 
man, and had fix'd up his hut with equiſite curi- 
oſity. Indeed, nothing, oonſidering the circum- 


. .: Nances, and the nature of the place, could be 
- -finiſhed with greater curioſity, kept more neat, 


or have better conveniency. For the habitarions 
-otfall. the engliſh-men, were by much the moſt 
commodious in the iſland. As to religion, they 


bad little among them, and the men only taught 


their wives to ſpeak engliſh they were all fruit - 


3s Hal enough, and bore each a child once a year, ſome 
. of which were now ſix years old, and very ſtrong 
and healthy. 


When Lenquired of the Spaxiaras, concerning 


their manner of Hving among the ſavages, they 
; gave mea verydeplorable relation of it;adfing that

And no havingdiſpoſed every thing in thel ſland 
in che beſt manner poſſible, and given the people 
aſlurances, that I would always have them in my 
thoughts, and would be ſure to lend them iufficient

the firſt of May, 1605. 1 ſet ſail for bY Brafl. 
But the next day we were betalmed, and looking 
towards the N. N. E. of the Iſland, we could perceive

very much ſurprized at the ſight of our ſhip, not 


knowing what to make of us, and our men being 


unwilling. they ſhould come too near, made ſigns 
to them to keep off, whioh they did ; but as — 
ret ii ed they let fly ſeveral arrows, by which one 
of our men was wounded. 

In a little time they had the courage to come ſo 


| | ncar us, that they could hear us ſpeak ; upon which 
+ F ordered Friday to call to them, to know what the 
would have; upon which ttey poured a whole cloud 


ot arrows upon him, ſeven of which went quite 
through his body; and ſo J loſt my faithful ſervant, 


and my moſt affectionate companion in all my af. 


flictions and ſolitude. I was ſo enrageg at the 


* death of poor Friday, that I ordered the gunners 


to load with ſmall ſhot, and immediate y give them 
Aa broad-ſide ; Which they did ſo effectually, that 
thirteen or fourteen of their canoes wereover-let, 


and thereſt ſo frighted, that away they flew with all 


the ſpeed they could; but our men took one poor 
weetch, about an hour afrerwards, as he was ſwim- 
ming for his life; but the creature was ſo ſtubborr 


and ſurly, that I could not prevail with him, either 
to eat or drinkzupon which ] ordered them to throw 


him into the ſea, by which means, after we had taken 
him the. ſecond time, he came ſo far to himſelt, 
that he let us know that they were going wirh-their 
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what made them come to us, and ſhoot at us? All the 
anſwer he could make, was, That they only came to 
wonder at us. Poor Friday was buried with all the 
pomp and decency our circumſtances would allow. 
And now having a fair wind, we made the beſt of 
our way to the Bra/ls, and in a very few days came 
to an anchor in the bay of AZ Sainte With ſome © 
difficulty I got on ſhore with part of my cargoe, 
and having fitted out a veſſel with proviſion for 
my iſland, and ſettled ſeveral matters with my 
correſpondenr, we ſet fail for rhe Eaff. Indies, 
When ue iailed from the Braſls, we made directly 
to the cape of Good-hepe, having a tolerable good 
voyage, ſteering for the moſt part SE. Ar the 
cape we only took in freſh water, and then-lailed 
directly for the coaſt. of, Cormandel. Phe firſt place 
we touched at, was the ifland of Madigaſcar, whei e, 
though the people are fierce and treackerous, yet | 
for ſome time they treated us well, end gave us 
commodities. I made ir my chief buſineſs tog 


Jon ſhore as often as I could to make obſervations ; 


and indeed the people rraded with us, with 
ſo much ſeeming civility, that ſome of the men 
reſolved one might to ſtay on ſhore in a teat, 
which they had made for that purpoſe ; but for 
part, I and ſome of the reſt thought it more ſafe | 
to lie in the boat; from whence, about two a2 
clock in the morning, we were alarmed with the 


fring of guns, and our men crying out for help, 


or they ſhould be murdered. | 

The occaſion of this fray, as we afterwards un- 

derſtood from ſome of them that made their eſcape | 

was this: An old woman that fold milk, brought 

with her a youngwoman that ſold herbs, whowhen 
theSaĩ ors ſaw, theylaid hold of her, carry'd her in 
22 9-7 OG: 
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apong the trees; upon which the old one made 
ſuch a prodigious out: cry, that both men and ue. 
men came running to their aſſiſtance At the be- 
ginaging, the fellow that began the fray was killed 
with a launce, though, at firſt we did not know 
what was become ef him. A night or two after 
we reſolved to go on ſhore, and try if we could find 
out the man tuat was mifſing. An Lour before 
midnight we landed at the place whete the action 
began, but it was ſo dark, we could diſcover nothing 
till the boatſwain fell over one of the dead bod ies 
We concluded to ſtay there till morning, when ve 
' + (Giſcovered two and thirty dead bodies lying upon 
the ground, whereot two were nor quite dead. 


Having made this diſcovery, I thought I had feealf 
enough, and fo was preparing to return on board, 
but the boatſwain and rhe reft, which were about 


twenty, reſolved to go to the Inalan town, ro fry 
if they could find our what was become of Feffre;; 
their companion. 

{ oppoied this reſolution as to dangerous to be 
;ungertaken ; but all i could ſay, ſignified nothing, 
they were reſolved to go, let the conſequence be 
bat ic would. It was not without difficulty that 
\they found the town, which conſiſted of about 
two hundred houtes, where the people being all in 
a profound ſleep, the lalors concluded to di- 
vide themſelves into three bodies, and to ſet 
the Town on fre in three places at once, to 
kill all that ſhould attempt to eſcape, and to 
plunder the reſt. Having made this deſperate 
relolution, to work they go, but they had not 
; wear. far, but the firſt company fours theit 
companion Tom Jeffreys ſtripped ſtark naked with 
his throat cut from ear to ear, hanging by 
one arm upon a tree. In a houſe adjoining to 
this tree, they found fifteen or ſixteen Indian. 
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They immediately ſer fire to the houſe, and at 
d wo Itbe fame time to ſeveral other parts of the town 
he be. Io that i in a. very little time, the whole place Was 
killed in flames; and no ſooner did the affrighted 
W creatures run out to ſave rhemielves from the 
„afterlfy of the flames, but the failors either drove 
19 Hua lebem back again into the fite, or killed them ud th- 
out mefey. All this while they never fired a gun. 

:& the noiſe of that ſhould awake the people to 
faſt for them for to deſtroy tage. „ & 
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go off, he concluded his men muſt be in great dan. 
805 upon which he took the other boat, and with 
the reſt of the men reſolved to go to the aſſiſtance 
of them, let the conſequence be hat it will; and 
indeed, though I was ſenſible of the danger we ran, 
yet I had no power to ſtay behind. We went di- 
realy as the flames guided us, but I muſt own, 
when I came upon the place, I neyer beheld great- 
ter horror, nor heard more dreadful out-cries. In 
ſhort, the whole ſpectacle was too dreadful to be 
deſcribed, and the miſeries and aſtoniſhment of the 


people not to be uttered. I got into the centre, in 


When I had 


order to put a ſtop to their further barbarity, and 
ordered ſome of the men to follow me: but I had 
hardly ſpoke the word, before the boat ſwain with 
four of the men after him, came up to us alf cove- 
red with blood and duſt. When they ſaw us and 
knew who we were, they gave a great hollow, in 
token that more help was come. Noble captain, fays 
he, theſe hell hounas have barbarouſly murdered poor 
Tom Jeffreys, and in revenge we will them all. When 
my nephew ſaw his — by the arm, with 
his throat cut from ear to ear, he grew extreamly 
enraged, and declared that not « man in the Iſland 
ought to be ſpared ; upon which, away run the 
boatſwaifl with eight more to finiſh the tragedy, 
which being our of my power to prevent, 1 got 


to the boat with only the ſuper-cargoe, and ſo 


went on board, ſending back the pinnace, to 
aſſt the Men, if any thing fhould happen. 
ot to the boat, the fire was al- 
extinguiſhed, and the out- cries abated;

but I had been but a very little time on board 
the ſhip, when I heard another volley given 
by the ſailors, as a ſignal of victory, which was 00- 
caſioned by their falling upon and ann, _

But when he ſaw the ſmoak, and heard the gunz 
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houſes and perſons that lay between them and the 


ſea, and ſo they came ſtroling down to the pinnace, 
which ley ready to receive them. Not a man had 
received any conſiderable hurt, the poor Indians 
being unprepared, amazed and confounded. I was 
extreamly angry with them tor their cruelty, but 
particularly with the captain, who inſtead of per- 


ſuading them to reaſon, rather prompred them to 


farther miſchief ; nor could he ſay any thing to 
excuſe himſelf, but that he was a man ſubject to 
paſſion, and that he could not bear the ſight of one 
of his men ſo barbarouſly murvered : As for the 
reſt, they only boaſted of their revenge, and accor- 
ding to all their accoun*s, they deſtroyed a hun- 
dred and fifty men, women ard children, and burnt 
the whole town to aſhes in the bargain ; and how- 
ever our men might value themſelves upon this 
bold exploit, I always looked upon it with deteſta- 
— and ga ve it the title of the maſſacre of Mada- 
gaſcar.. | 
When we were under ſail, the boatſwain would 


be often magnifying and defending this bloody 


ation, which I as often diſpraĩſed and condemned, 
bidding them depend upon it, that God would ne- 
ver bleſs their voyage after ſuch an unparell'd bar- 
barity. And, as I foretold, ſo it came to paſs ; for 
when we came upon the Perſian ſhore, we loſt five 
of our men. who venturing too far upon ſhore, 
were either killed or taken, and made ſla ves by the 
Arabi ans. 
hended them, adviſing them to repent; 3 
which, ſays the boat ſu ain, Nu are always diſturbing 
1, and as yeu are but à paſſenger, wt are not obliged to 
bear it; and therefore if you do net forbear for the fu- 
ture; I am reſolved to leave the ſhip, and not ſail with

Upon this misfortune I again repre- 
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All this I heard very patiently, being ſenſible 
as caſes then ſtood, I had no remedy, and indeed 
Ithought all had been over and forgot, But ſo it 
happened; we were now in the road of Bengal, 
where going one day on ſhore with the Spercargoe, 
one of the men came to me, and told me I need 
not trouble my ſelf to come on board any more, 
for that he had orders from the boatſwain, and the 
reſt of the officers, not to bring me on board any

Ibis infolent meſſage much ſurprited me; how- 
ever, I made the fellow no anſwer, but went to t lie 
Supercargoe, and deſired him to go on board im-

My nephew left me two ſervants to attend me, 
rho engaged to be with me till my return. I took 
odgings in the houſe of an Engliſh woman, where 

ere ſeveral merchants, &. and indeed i liked the 
ompany and the entertainment ſo well, that. i 
ofitinued here ſeveral months, conſidering what 
ourſe i had beſt rake. I'had ſome. valuable Engliſb 
zoods, a thouſand pieces of eight, and à letter of 
redit for more, if i ſhould have occaſion. The 
zoods i ſoon diſpoſed of to advantage, and bought 
dere ſeveral good diamonds, which i could ealtly 

arry about with me. 

One morning a merchant, with vhems i, was very 
ntimate, came to me; fays he, country man,

iges: To be thort; fir, we are both in a remote 
art of the world, and far removed from our 
ative conntry ; and yet we are.

After mature conſideration, we concluded it 
beſt for us to return to Bengal, where being known 
we might beſt prove how we came by the ſhip, 
and where we were ſure to meet with ſore Ju 
ſtice,and not be hang'd firſt and judged afterwards; 
but upon ſecond, and more deliberate thoughts, we 
all agreed, that by paſſing by Batavia we ran too 
great a hazard, and therefore we determined to 
change cur courſe, and fail towards the coaſt of 
China, and there diſpoſe of the ſhip, and then get 


another, and make the beſt of our way to Eu» 


rope. This being generally agreed to, we ſteered 
away N. N. E. but meeting with contrary winds, 
which blew hard againſt us, our voyage grew ve 
ry troubleſome and tedious, and our proviſions al- 
moſt exhauſted ; and what was ſtill worſe, we 
were apprehenſive, that the ſhips, whoſe boats we 
had handled ſo rudely, might be in the road before 
us, which in conſequence muſt be fatal to us.

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is well we did, for in leſs than a quarter of an hour, 
they came ſcouring upon us with all their force. 

Indeed ve laybut in an ill poſture to receive them, 
and before the men could come on board, they Lad 
fiezed one of the ſailors, but the fellow ſoon diſen. 
gaged him fel, and killed the Pagan that ſirſt Jaid 
bold on him; however, this was little to the pur- 
poſe, conſidering their num hers and i realy believe, 
It it had ne been for a lucky accident, we had been 
all loſt.” The thing was this, rhe carpenter wh 
was Yopning the holes in the fhip, had got two 
kettles, che ne full of boiting pitch, and the other 
with ro fo and tallow, Cc. And as tuo or three 
inſidels were entering the boat, the carpenter 5 
inte CGluced chem witch s lade full of che boiling 
:Guor, hich had fuch eſit ct, that being halt-naked 
ic made them roar and leap into the lea ; which the 
carpenter perceiving he rouk his mop, and dipping 
it into the pitch-kertle, he fo ſprinkled it among 
them, that they all ran frightned away, crying 
and howling in the moſt terrible manner. 

{ muſt own i was extreamlypleaſed at the oddnz1s 
of this adventure; however, we loſt no time to 
put the ſhip in a poſture of defence, and as ſoon 
as we could, we pur to ſea again, being reſolved 
to put into the firſt trading port we came neal, 
after ſome days fail, we came within ſight of ſhore 
and ſtanding in, a boar came off to us with an 


old Portuguexe pilot on board, who offering us his 


ſer vice, we very gladly accepted it, and ſent the 
boat back again: In ſhort, the old man weat with 
us, and we ſailed along, 1 asked him if there were 
nd pirates in thoſe ſeas; he told me he had not 
heard of any one that had been in thoſe ſeas fot 
many years, except one that was ſeen in the 
bay of Siam, about a month ago,; nor ws 
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that the men had ren away with, the captain ha- 
ving been murdered by the Malagans ; andT can 
tell you this, It fome Dutchmen that came pretty 
near him the other dar, in the river Gazhodis, had 


laid their hands upon them, they would have hang- 
ed every one of the rogues upon the yard-arm, 


without any further ceremony. | 

Being ſenſible that this old Pilo: could do us do 
told him aow caſes ſtocd with us, and 
deſired him to carry us to Nanguin, where neither 
Engliſh nor Dutch ſhip came. Says the old man, 
you have taken the right courſe to ſteer to the 
North; and, if I might adviſe, I would have you 
ſell the ſhip at China: But, ſays I, in doing 
that, I'may betray innocent people : No, replies - 
he, I know the Durch .commanders, and will 
take care they ſhall be rightly informed of the 
whole matter. Whilſt theſe things. were under 
debate, we failed directly for Nanquin, and in 
about thirteen days came to an anchor in the 
entrance into the gulf, where we were inform 
ed that two large Durch ſhips were gone before 
us, and that we ſhould certainly fall into their 
hands What to do we could not tell, but the old 
man told us there was a little harbour about forty 
leagues to the Sourhward, and if we could get thi- 
ther, no Dutch or Engliſh ſhips ever came thither, 
and there we might be ſafe. This advice was ge- 
nerally approved, and thither, by the honeſt Pilot's 
direction, we arrived in ſafety : after five days 
ſailing we went directly into the Port, and landed 
to our unſpeakable joy and ſatisfaction. 

Being now ſafely on ſhore, our Pilot ſoon got us 
a lodging, and a ware houſe for our goods, and 
then brought us acquainted with the three miſſio- 
nary prieſts, that were there converting the people 
tochriſtianity, After we had ſettled a ſort of a cor- 
"nt For reſpondenee - 
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ſpondence with them ; our next concern was how 
to diſpoſe of the goods, which we did ſome time 
after to our full ſatisfaction, to an eminent mer- 
chant of Japan. We werewone thouſand leagues 
farther from home, than when we were at Bengal, 
and having diſpoſed of our ſhip, all the hopes we 
had, was, that at the next fair, we might perhaps 
purchaſe-another veſſel that would carry us and 
our goods whither we pleaſed. Upon theſe hopes 
we reſolved to continue here, and to divert our- 
ſelves; we took ſevers] little journeys into the 
country, and ſpent ten days to ſee the city of Nun- 
guin, which was regularly built, and tolerable well 
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tortified : At our return, we found one of the 6 


Prieſts going to Peguin, who ſolicited us with great 
earneſtneſs to bear him company thither, which we 
both agreed to do. We were five and twenty days 
in our Journey through that miſerable country, 
and had an opportunity in our paſſage, to ſee two 
or three of the Chineſe *Squires, with their manner 
of travelling there, which was the moſt ridiculous 
Iever ſaw, and rathek merited our {corn and con- 

tempt than our admiration. 
At length we arriv'd at the great city of Peguix, 
where we had ſcarce been a week, before the old 
Pertigue xe brought us word, that there was a great 
caravan and ſev ral Poliſh merchants in ſhort time 
preparing to go by land ro Muſcouy, and that if we 
pleaſed, we might take the opportunity. This 
was very good news for us, and ſo we went to 
work as faſt as we could, to diſpoſe of what goods 
Ve had left. ar the port, and to buy ſuch others 
that we thought would turn to the moſt advan- 
tage. We ſet out of Paquin, in company of about 
five hundred of ſeveral nations, the beginning 
of February; and in two days we paſſed through a 
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Ergliſh miles in length. We then entered a country 
under the power of the poor thieving Tartars, of 
whom we perceived ſeveral ſmall parties at a diſ- 
tance from us. One day our leader gave us leave 
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to go a hunting, when it was chance to meet 
with about forty of theſe ſtarved wretches in a 
body, who no ſooner perceived us, but one of them 
blew a horn, at the ſound of which forty or fifty 
ore came up immediately, Hereupon, one of the 
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hers | Scotch merchants ordered us to advance and attack 
an- them without delay; they let fly a few random ar- 
out ros at us, that fell ſhort of us; and did us no man. 
ing ner of harm; and when we came near enough to 

h a [fire upon them with our piſtols, they all ran away 
and in the greateſt copfuſion. So our battle with theſe 
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thieviſh Zartars ended, without any blood ſhed on 
our fide. in | 

We ſtill travelled at leaſt a month more through 
the emperor of China's country, till at length we 
came to the city of Naum, which is a ſtrong frontier 
of the Chineſe. empire, being often diſturbed in 
our paſſage by ſtraggling Tarrars. We ſtayed at 
Naum but one day, and then continued our journey, 


paſſing ſeveral deſarts, and great rivers ; and on] 
che 13th of April, we came to the frontires of Mu/: 


covy. And as we paſſed, we found the garriſon 
were filled with chriſtian foldiers, for the benefit 
of travellers and commerce, but the common 


people were all. Pagans, and the moſt miſerableſ 


rerches 1 ever beheld. Whilſt we ſtopped to 

freſh at one of their towns, i had an opportuni- 
ty to obſerve them at the worſhip of one of their 
idols, which was the moſt ugly repreſentation that 
ever i ſaw'in -my life; | cannot deſcribe it to you 
without horror: However we found means to de- 
ro; ir, before we left the place, for which we 
had like to have payed very dear; for the next 
day they came to the governour to demand ſatis- 
faction for the loſs of their idol, and if we had not 
deceived them, and got off by a ſtratagem, we 
muſt have been all deſtroyed, 

The next place we came to was the city of Jara- 
wena, where we ſtopped for five days, and then we 
entered into a diſmal deſa rt, which laſted us twenty 
five days march, before we could paſs over it, and 
were all the way infeſted with ſmall troops of rob- 
bers, but they never had the courage to attack us, 
After we had paſſed this place, we had ſeveral ga- 
riſons to defend the caravans from the Tartar: 
Through all this country happened nothing worth 
informing the reader : The indabirants were gene- 
rally Pagan: ; and, as i obſeryed the Czar chote 45 
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ther to convert them by his ſoldiers, than by his 
prieſts. | | ; 
From this city to the river Obey, we travelled 
over a very pleaſant country, but uncultivated, till 
we came to the capital of Siberia. And now ha- 
ving been ſeven months upon our journey, and 
winter coming on, my partner and I began to con- 
fider what courſe we had beſt to take to ſecure and 
diſpoſe of our goods and ourſelves ; for my own 
part my intention was for England: ſo i conclu- 
ded, that my beſt method would be to make the 
beſt of my way to Arch Angel, where it was impoſ- 
ible to want a ſhip either for England, Holland, or 
Hamburg. One night I happened to fall into the. 
company of an exil'd Prince, but a very fine gen- 
tleman, whoſe virtues ſtruck me into ſuch a deep 
reſpe&, that I propoſed a method for his enlarge- 
ment : He refuſed the offer himſelf, and gave 
ſeveral reaſons for ſo doing: Bur, ſays he, I have 
a Son, and if you w?ll be aſſiſtant to him, I ſhall take it 
as a greater Friendſhip than to me. This“ very 
readily complied with, and ſo the young Prince 
was inſtantly ſent for, who came as ſoon as poſ- 
ible, and brought with him not only a conſi- 
derable equipage, but withal a conſiderable quan- 
tity of furs, and other valuable merchandize. 
When we had ſettled all our other affairs, 
the next thipg to be done was the method of 
trayelling, which, we concluded, would be beft 
and ſafeſt by avoiding the great towns, and 
taking the by-roads. After we had paſſed the 
river Cama, as we were obliged to do, we 
came to a little city on the European ſide, but 
the People were for the moſt part P AGANS, 
as in the more remote part of'the country. 
From this place we were to paſs a deſart two 
hundred miles in breath, and were ſet upon in our
